It was the 


very rec'ognitlun of the fixity of this pur- 
pose that caused the day to be in marked 
contrast with the excitement of all its 
predecessors of late. 


There was still some discussion of Cu- 


ban affairs, but It only terved to empha- 
size the fact that one forward step of 
Immense Importance had been taken, aa 
the dlucuaslo.'' concern«d not merely In- 
tervention and the freedom of Cuba from 
Spanish dominion, but the obligations 
and duties that might be imposed upon 
the United States after we had expelled 
Bpaln from the Island. 
This discussion 


revolved around two propositions, name- 
ly. Intervention without recognition of 
national Independence of the Cuban in- 
imrtfents, and Intervention with the con- 
current recognition of tne independence 
of the present Insurgent government of 
Cuba. Some men hovered between these 
two propositions and favored a com- 
promise.
